FROM THE METHODIST MAGAZINE. 
A SKETCH OF THE LIFE OF MA-NUNCU, 


wan Indian chief of the Wyandot nation, and a convert 
to Christianity: furnished by himself. 

T am now fifty years old. 1 was born at Sandwich, 
Upper Canada, of Wyandot parents, belonging to the 
Little Turtle tribe. My parents were members of the 
Roman Catholic church, in consequence of which, | 
was baptized in my childhood, in that church. When 
1 was abort seven years old, my parents removed to 
Mo-gwa-go, where we lived about ten years: and 
from thence to Brown’s Town, where I lived, until J 
removed to Sandusky about twenty-two years ago— 
Although my parents were members of the Roman 
Cathohc charch, yet they were destitute of the power 
of religion. My mother sometimes told me not to do 
certain things, which the priest told her were wrong ; 
But she often did those things herself: I fullowed ber 
exarnple, more than her advice. At about the age of 
— { began to learn to drink, to box, and 

ght. 

At Wayne's battle, I was there, and came near los- 
ing my life: many halls went through my clothes. 
When I was about eighteen, I commenced hunter, 
and got married. Fortwenty years I lived a hunier: 
but such are the customs among the Indians that | 
made no riches by hunting: although a good hunter, 
particularly for bears; pursuing them on horseback. 
through all kinds of woods, Once I came near being 
caught by a wounded bear, by going into a thicket on 
foot after him, but I was preserved. At the time the 
Shawnee prophet, (Tecumseh’s brother.) was busy 
Stirring up the Indians to war through his lies, I was 
appointed to sperk to the people: from this I was led 
on to what I now am. 

Although f had been baptized, yet I practised the 
traditions of the Indians. When Br. John Steward 
caine ainong us, and preached to us the gospel through 
an interpreter, who had been raised among us, it 
caused me to wonder, and struck conviction to mv 
heart: bat I did not yield, nor forsake the old tradi- 
tronary customs of the nation. When Br. Fiales 
caine amuog us, and preached the saine doctrine, | 
Was convinced tt was true. Old Br. Hinkle had 
given me a Bible; this [ took to Br. Isane Walker. 
and gothim to read itto me. This book told me what 
sort of a man I was. I wis now completely convinced. 
1 now set out to seek the Lord,—I looked back on my 
life, and saw all my eviis,—i was led to see that God 
was merciful and goolin bearing with me,—so God 
Jed me on to find his merev. 

Whev ft now look back on my sinful life, I feel I 
was adevil in sia. Three ycars | sought the Lord. 
Two ears ago, God overtook me in the plain; 1 fell 
on my Knees, to praise the Lord; the Spirit said, Ma- 
nuncu, you was 1 hunter of bear and deer; now you 
must be a soul hunter. Blessed be the name of Gad, 
I feel like going on, March 10th, 1827.

The two following articles of missionary intelligence 
we extract the from the Missionary Herald for Octo- 
ber. They disclose some of the trials which missiona- 
ries and their converts are called to endure. 


Extracts from Letters of Mr. Goodell to the Corres- 
ponding Secretary. 

Mr. Goo:lell states, under date. of Feb. 13th, that 
the wives of Carabei and Wortabet were admitted to 
Christian fellowship at the Montily Concert in that 
moath, making five natives of the country received 
into the church, during the year previous; that their 
enemies cume out agaiust them ia great wrath, endea- 
voring, though in vain, to cut them off from iater- 
course with the people, and froin the necessaries of 
life, aad thus to drive: them from the country; that, 
however, very many continued to hear ther glacly ; 
and that their prospects were pever more cheering. 

“The constancy and firmness of Asaad Shishal,”’ 
says Mr. Goodell, “‘ have emboldened a few, who are 
connected with us; and if their boldaess increase in 
time to Come, as it hns ineieased for several months 
past, we shall soon have to hold them back with both 
Lands from martyrdom. Oh,it is good to sce mien not 
counting their lives dear, especially when we see so 
much reason to believe that the fires of persecutivn 
will soon be lighted here. The situation of cur be- 
loved brother Shidiak is said to be less distressing at 
present. than formerly, he being allowed a little meat 
once a day with bis bread. ‘The people cannot be 
persuaded but that we lave used magic with hun; for 
to beat him, they say, has no more eifect upon him, 
than to beat a stone. The people also insisi upon it, 
that we use some sort of eachantment with all who 
come to our bouses; for, ‘they affirm, that one visit to 
us is enough to change their whole mind in religion.

This has been a year of mercy to the Virginia Con- 
ference. Almost every circuit from which I have 
beard has been visited with the gracious outpourings 
of the Spirit; some have sumbered their scores— 
others their hundreds, who have been connected with 
and added to the church. Within afew weeks past we 
have witnessed the commer.:ement of a glorious work 
of grace in this circuit, which is now rapidly spread- 
ing in evéry direetion.
